Magician is.a name which imparts 

the efteem the Ancients had for fuck 

as could perform feats above the reach

_ the Inhabitants of the lower world: 
they were by them efteemed Wite-Men, 
for fo the word AZagi Signiftes ; and that 
is the name which the Turks give to 
their Conjurers, and fuch as deal in thofe 
forbidden Arts at this day. Such were 
- thofe whom the hardened Pharaoh called 
for, by their Magical Operations to per- 
form things femblable, in fome fort, and 
‘like thofe wrought by Holy 42/es, by a 
Divine Command and power, for the 
wicked King faw them turn Water into 
Blood, Rods into Serpents, and with 
Multitudes of Frogs to cover the face of 
the Earth. Nor is it Improbable that the 
evil Angels were permitted by an Extra- 
ordinary ‘providence thus to exert and 
fhew their power, by the hand of their 
evil Minifters; in a Judicial way, for 
the hardening of that feared*King.: {0 
that feeing the feeming miracles wrought 
by his Magicians, he might be the more 
confirmed in his obftinacy againft the 
Counfel. of God by~his Servant AZo/es.

Sometimes perfonally, and fome- 
times in a Dream,: or Trance they Re- 
vel with the evil Spirit in nightly Cabals 
and Confults. Thofe particularly intend- 
ed here, are fuchas are Commonly cal- 
led Black Witches ; there is befides ano- 
ther fort termed White Witches ; Thefe 
by a Diabolical Complaifance, or good- 
nature, are to uncharm and give eafe 
to thofe the other have afflicted: buz 
fometimes it fo happens that one or other 
of the Witches dyes by force of the 
Counter-charm.

1 
Roman Church, fhould be negle&ed to 
be read in fuch atime, when they have 
the Impudence to face us down with 
their bold and falfe denyals of their 
Ethnick Doétrines, and practifes. H@reby 
we fee what Opinion the Reformed — 
Church of Exgland hath of their dete- 
ftable Polytheifm, or making a plura- 
lity of Gods; In this they act exactly 
as theHolyScriptures {peak of the work- 
ings of Antichrift, with all deceiveablenefs 
of unrighteoufne/s: and teach up the very

is plain from Nicephorus, avery Credible 
Author, in his Church Hiftory, book 
the 15. cap.28. Where he informs us 
that one Peter Grapkews, an Heretical 
Bifhop of Antioch, in the fifth Century 
(which was before the year 500 ) was. 
the firft chat Inftituted the Worfhip of 
the Virgin AZzry, and that her name 
fhould be. called upon in the publick 
Prayers of the Church ; which is like- 
wife teftifyed by the Hiftorians of B4ag- 
deburg, cent. 5. chap.’10. and this ma 
fairly be reckoned as the firft public 
entrance and eftablifhment of Saint- 
Worfhip.in General; fince ’tis proba- 
ble the Blefled AZary obtained the Ho- 
| nour

nour €or rather Difhonour ) of their 
Mifdireéted Devotions, as foon as any 
ther meaner Saint: yet true it is that 
fome private men, Tranfported with 
blind zeal,and a littleTinétured with 
toes Notions, did-before begin to hanker

-Fathers, now & then,feemed to give too 
‘much encouragement thereto, by un- 
-wary Panegyricks; and flathes of Rheto- 
rick on departed Martyrs; amongft the 
ref{t St. Jerom was much addicted there- 
unto, and for the fame juftly oppofed by 
Vigilantius, in a Treatife wrote on that 
‘very occafion. 
- ©The Worthiping of Angels had no 
‘better ground, for that practife was an- 
ciently Introduced by certain Hereticks, 
thence called Angelici, asSt. Auguftin 
witnefleth, 4d Quod vult Deum, cap. 39. 
and indeed thefe {eem to have infelted 
the Church in the Apoftles days, occa- 
fioning that Caution of St. Paul, Colofs. 
2.19.Let no Man beguile you ina volun- 
tary humility, andW orfhiping of Angels, 
not®holding the head, ec. Which-the 
Greek Scholiaft, pz. 697. thus inter- 
prets. There were (fays he) divers, that 
«under pretence of modefty, forbad them 
togo to Chrift by themfelves, but that 


the favour of Angels muft be Intreated

to Introduce us to God, So Theodoret om 
the fame text, p. 766. Ufeing pretence 
of Humility, they gave Counfel to pray 
to Angels ; faying, we could neither fee, 
nor comprehend, nor come to God;

by Mediation of Angels. 

It is evident this Saint and Angel 
fhip is a piece of revived Paganifme. 
For the Gentiles befides their Dii Superi, 
which they owned to be Gods by Nature, 
had their Demons, and their Hero's the 
Spirits of brave Men departed, whom 
they Worfhipt ( juft as our Papifts do, ) 
not fimply and abfolutely, but as Inter- 
ceflours for them: to the Superiour Dei-. 
ties. Hence Tully in his book de Legibus, 
Deos, &c. Let the Gods be* Worthip- 
ed, a well thofe of the upper houfe, who 
were always counted Celeftial, as tho/e 
whom their own Merits. have called into”

Itmight truly 
beanfwered , that the Devil with the 
dliftance and confederacy of their Idol 
Priefts hath done it. This Indeed , is the 
hoft deplorable kind of Fafcination , 

whereby 
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whereby mens Souls -and Faculties are 
Captivated to their. fpiritual Enemy, 
and their minds and confciences are de- 
filed. It is impoffible almoft to: relieve 
men in this kind of delufion , becaufe the 
whole Current of their mifguided De- 
votion, runs Diametrically oppofite to 
the means of their Cure. But of this 
more will be faid in a following Chap- 
ter, where the Witchcraft of Idolatrous, 
and Popith Priefts , will be particularly 
Treated of. 

Others there are amongft the Devils 
Advocates , that would fain infinuate, 
that becaufe fome particular Men have

und that not barely of the Rude and Bar- 
barous, but even of the moit Civiliz 
and Polite Times; befides the Exquitite 
pens of the moft Learned ahd {0 
Writers of our Age, which have given 
ample and undeniable Acteftation of the 
Eyiftence of Witches, and Diabolical 
Contracts. 
To thofe that Obje& the Improbabt- 
lity of fuch Tranfaétions , and that the 
ftories of Witches Trantmuting of 
{hapes, Flying in the Air ,and fuch like, 
areimpoflible to Natural reaion : Se 
much hathalready been faid in their Re- 
futation, that it would be prepofterous.

Before we proceed to a particular and 
Fuitorical Account of Ancient and Mo- 
dern Witches, it may be neceflary 
a little farther to explain what we 
mean by a Witch; and how far the 
of {uch a one may be underftood 
nd this being a nice and difficult de- 
3 termination; 
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termination ; The Candid Reader 
find very little new Afferted Nona 
either in Relation to their perfons o: 
practices; but we thall chufe to lay down 
what the moft Unprejudiced , Learned, 
and Sober Writers of things relating to 
» Matters of this Nature have upon their 
beft fearch and Enquiry determined. 
_And firft it is agreed that it is very | 
difficult to prove fuch, or fach a one 
to be a Witch , and it ought to be done 
withthe greatelt Custion and Tendernefs 
Imaginable : The lofs being greater on 
the part of 4 fal/e Teftizmony, than on that 
ofa Criminal ; Infernal Contr atts 
are not —s to be made in the pre- 
fence of Witnefles; being as hath been- 
faid , againftthe Law of God and Aan; 
So-that the Devil out ofa feeming regard 
to the fafety and/mmunity of hisProftitute 
may omit the Ceremony of Te/fes; the 
black pupil acting with greater fecurity 
when fhe apprehends none knows of , or 
is privy to the Confederation. 
~ Yet is there no doubt but the Devil 
is as fecure of his prey as if the whole: 
world had fabfcribed a Teste to the In- 
denture; for by the confent of the 
party , he hath Seifin of her as his Pro- 
perty; which he will be fure never 0 
part with , unlels Ejected by fromm 
thas. 
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than He. Thole Hellith Compacts there- 
fore, are Managed like the filthy Jutr#- 
gues betwixta Formcator and his Strum- 
ret, where it may beno Eye /ees them 
that may Expofe them to the penalties 
of Humane Laws; and itis difficult to 
prove matter of fact between them; but 
at laft a Spurious off-{pring, or a more 
Naufeous Rottenefs unveils them to the 
world, and they linger out to a more In- 
famous Death , than if the Law had 
Chaftifed them; The Rottenefs of their 
bones giving them moréfevere pains 
and Twinges than the Rod of Juftice 
could have done : Not unlike this do 
fome of thefe Infernal ProftitutesEicape 
the hand of the publick Juftice until at 
Jaft their loath’d and miferable Lives 
are {eized as forfeitures to the Devil ;

But I think it will not 
be difficult to prove that there have 
been fome whofe Infides have been blackned 
with as foul and damnable Confederacies 
aw others; who have notwithi{tandin 
with Faces very Charming, an 
Angelical.. For we have vo account of 
any Naufeous deformity that {ate 
on the forehead of Fefabel , Foan of Art, 
or Yoan Queen of Naples. And perhaps 
the Attempts of thefe Heilifh Agents

out of the Earth, So inI Kings 20. 21. 
The Syrians (peak of the Gods of the 
Hills, add of the Valleys, by which it is 
evident they reckon’d thofe Daemons 
which ufed to fhew themfelves unto 
in thofe places to be Gods3 nay, 
the Idolatrous Gentiles paid an Ado- 
ration to them. 

No wonder then if the Sybits obtain- 
ed their name from an apprehenfion 
that they had Communion and Con- 
verfe with the Gods ; for fo it is thought 
the words Sios and Bee! do import. It 
always hath been, and itll is, the Cu- 
fiom of all Nations to affix {omething 
of a facred and venerable Title or Cha- 
racter on perfons they have efteemed to .

unaccountable noifes for fome ume ; | 
and one night above the reft, about 12 | 
of the Clock, the ufual noife was ac- 
companied with fo great a light through 
the whole Houfe, as if every Room 
had been full of burning Tapers, or 
Torches; Thete repeated fcenes of 
Horrour fo amufed the whole Family, 
that they applied themfelves to Mr. 
Toogood, the then Minifter of St. Wi- 
cholas, who was eafily prevailed with- 
alto vifit the Houfe ; which he had no 
fooner entred, bur he became an Ear- 
witnefs of the moft dreadful, and ac- 
cultomed noifes; fo, together with the 
: whole Family, he repaired into a Cham- 
ber at one end of a Gallery, at the 
other end of which, was a large bulky 
Trunk, full of old lumber, and fo hea- 
vy, that four or five men were not able 
to lift it: Having fhut the door to 
them, the Minifter went to Prayers, 
uring part of which time, the noife 
continued, and-ona fudden fomething

Was flung againft the Cham 
with extraordinary 
which the noife immediately ceafed 
When Prayer was ended, they went t 
go of the oor, bu 
could by no means force it open, unti 
they had called for the aes of 
fome of the Neighbours, who running 
in to their relief, found the door bard 
clofe with the great Trunk aforefaid; 
upon which they all concluded tharit 
was caft there in chat violent manner, 
when they heard that mighty fhock 
againit the door, juft before the ceafing 
of the noife. This is a true account 
of that paflage, which the Genrleman 
aforefaid had from the Son of thelate 
Dean above mentioned, who was then 
an Apprentice in the houfe ; and the 
whole Tranfaction is ftill recent in the 
memories of the Neighbours, who 
‘were Witnefles of the amazing Trov- 
bles, which at that time difturbed that. 
houfe. Divers other ftupendious ct- 
cumftances accompanied thefe noiles
